The State says all such work- 
ers—whether actually at work 
or unemployed before the strike 
began—are part of the industry 
work pool that strikes and 
therefore should not be paid. 

Union representatives say that 
persons not actually working at 
the time a strike is called should 
continue receiving their unem- 
plovment pay. 

The Federal law that Mitch- 
ell says may be violated by Cali- 
fornia is the provision that 
“ .. compensation shall not be 
denied... to any otherwise eli- 
gible individual for refusing to 
accept new work ... if the posi- 
tion offered is vacant due di- 
rectly to a Strike, lockout, or 
other labor dispute .. .” 


AUTO MECHANICS in San 
Francisco have won a 15-cent 
package after a week-long strike 
against three shops. A lockout 
called by employers has been 
called off.
